Crop Report. 
—o— 


A survey of the erops on June 
30th showed that. the important 
wheat lands of Southern Alberta 
were in a precarious situation. 
This unfavorable condition in the 
south country has since been con- 
firmed and intensified. 

In the south the situation is 
briefly this; There was sufficient 
moisture from snow or spring 
rains to germinate the grain and 
the crops came up satisfactorily. 
There was not sufficient moisture 
below to constitute a reservoir. for

the steady supply of moisture to 
erops for subsequent growth and 
there has not been sufficient rain

OTS There have been showers over 
many parts of the south since that 
but in no cass have these showers 
been heavy enough to saturate 
down even to the little moisture 
that there was below and so induce 
any water movement in the crops. 
The rains that have occurred over 
the whole of this area have been 
‘showers that have wet the sur- 
face soil but only to a depth of ab- 
out one inch. They have quickly 
evaporated without becoming eff- 
ective to the furthering of crop 
growth, as it needs to go at least 
four or five inches down. The 
crops that had reached some 
height and were standing still at 
the end of the month have since 
gone back. High winds have per- 
sisted throughout practically all 
of Southern Alberta and the grain 
that is headed out is bleached at

area is not of importance compar- 
ed with Central or Southern Ak 
berta. 

Central Alberta is in about ‘the 
same situation as it was at the 
time of the last report. The eas- 
tern side continues dry and all of 
the country needs rain, but eon- 
sidering the absence of general 
rains the erops in most parts of 
Central Alberta’ are standing up 
pretty well, They have made 
some growth since last report and 
there is no new limiting factor to 
the success of the crop but it will 
searcely be a full crop. 

Wheat in Central Alberta that 
has been sown on breaking or. on 
summer-fallow will be consider- 
ably over half a crop. On spring 
plowing it will not be so good, 
The oat crop is most important 
erop of Central Alberta. The 
early oats are rather short ‘hd 
can not be a real good crop. The 
oats that have been sown late have 
rather better prospects. They are 
showing strong and have plenty 
of time for a good crop yet if we 
have a reasonable amound of rain. 
Six weeks of favorable weather 
would make things fairly satisfac- 
tory in Central Alberta. 

The hay crop is quite light as 
to both native and tame hay and 
there will be practically no -sur- 
plus in any part of the province 
for the southern stockmen, Stock 
in Central Alberta is looking well 
The characteristic troubles with. 
the central district is that it has 
not had any heavy rains. There 
have been a number of small show- 
ers over mostparts of this division 
They have benefited crops a lit- . 
tle and have kept the weather cool- 
er and high winds have ceased, 
but for even an ordinar:: harvest 
géod rains are necessary.

The Editor Western Globe, 
Lacombe Alberta. 
Sir: 

A special meeting ‘of Lacombe 
Council G. W.V.A. was held at 
the call of the President in the 
rooms of the Association at 11.30 
a.m. on Monday the 14th day of 
July, 1919, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing and taking necessary ac- 
tion regarding a report received 
to the effect that the German lang- 
uage was being used at certain 


public meetings held by the Alber-. 


ta Conference Association, Sev- 
enth Day adventists on their prem- 
ises near Lacombe and that at 
such meetings texts written and 
printed in the German character 
and in that language were prom- 
inently displayed. 

After some diseus-: the fol- 
lowing resolution was put before 
the meeting and carried unanim- 
ously. In aecordance with the in- 
structions therein contained, I now 
submit the same to you, Sir, with 
the request that it with 
this explanatory letter, be given 
all possible publicity in the col- 
umns of your valuable paper. 

‘Whereas it has come to the 
knowledge of the members of this 
Association that the Seventh Day 
Adventist Body in certain meet- 
ings held in this District and now 
concluded, have ccuntenaneced the 
use of the German Language in 
addresses .of a religious nature 
and have also permitted the dis- 
play of banners and texts written 
or printed in that language at such 
meetings. 

And Whereas for reasons which 
will be obvious to all’ the German 
language in offensive to the mem- 
bers of this association and par- 
ticularly to such members thereof 
as have been compelled to endure 
the unspeakable conditions of a 
German Prison Camp. 

Now Therefore be it Resolved 
that this Association while wish- 
ing to have it clearly understood 
that it is their desire both individ- 
ually and as a body, to live in har. 
mony with their neighbors and 
(so far as is consistent with the 
principles for which they have 
fought), to avoid interference 
with estabished custom, yet now 
place themselves on record as 
strongly condemning the 
the German language at any pub- 
lic meeting whatsoever and pro- 
test that such use, if, contin- 
ued, is caleulated to sow discon- 


use of} 


tent and foster dissention in the 
Community. The Association 
point to the fact that teaching of 
German has been abandoned by 
the schools of Canada after mat- 
ure deliberation and that in that 
decision the authorities have foll- 
owed the great Universities. 
“That the Secretary of this As- 
sociation be instructed to submit 
a copy of this resolution to the Ed- 
itor, ‘he Western Globe, Lacombe, 
Alberta, with the request that 
such publicity as is possible be gi- 
ven the same and that 
the secretary be further instruet- 
ed to forward a copy of this res- 
olution to the Provincial Council 
G.W.V.A. Alberta, for such action 
as the Provineial Council may 
deem advisable.
